Acter the flattering enthosisam that followed his
imtroouciion uad suosigod, Iev, Heory Ward
Beecho: spoke rubituntaliy ns fol ows:—

spoc.ators, andmay well be, Qur own lears prog-
postientod u jong-gontivued war; but since st May
there has been po Condlicl fn that way, and were it
not for 1he blaoks, vo porlectly have tham ohaarod
within the yonr, thore ¢ould bo searcely the shadow
of o reason why all the lntely sepeded Staten shouid
not vo reprosented in Congress to day.  There is no
jast reason why, 1o so e ax the whoie people of the
Bouth are goneert ed, aud their relafrons and reclimga
to the Government they should not be meluded 1n
thetr ropresentation in Congress,

It is just and right, also, thnt these freedmon shon'd
be effoctunily gounrantecd lo thele livertyes, bejore
the country dismissos this question from the people
and ndopta n systom of representation for thom i
tho halis 01 Congress.  This slhiowld be cone lor the
snko ol bhnmuanity, and beeauss, alko, of this—that
Provioeveco bhus put the [ulaee rogoneration of the
South nug tho North vpon thig question. It is just,
on bovh poconnts, that we sowid insist on n sebtlos
ment ot the condition of (he bisex man—that he
should bave s Hierty—for that whioh works tor
the lowest class in the community works for every
olngs, 1f you eecure justice ror the mmiddle ¢lavses it
mwuet not be bue you bouelit ail classes,

But i the nature of things you eannot adopt a
principle and a poliey wiieh shall mse np to em-
pover the bottomn of socicly that shall not carry up
with them ¢very rank and degree 1o socroty, When,
therefore, we demand that there :hall be a libercy
aud a ertizonship ror the foast aud tho lowest, it is 1n
efleet n plea, not tor the bottom, but for the wholo of
soclety which stands upon 1ts loundations, Allow
me, then, to consider the suvsiancos of that libert
whieh our amended Constitution hes given to all
those who were in bordage, Toat liberty I& not to
be mesely m name ; it 16 0 sacred ark with coatonts.
18 18 0 mattor ot moportance that we ahould sco to 1t
thint we Lave got something better thau a title—a
pame.  Aund wlhien we look at tho contents of hibarty
we are not {o teke s torcien maulfest; they solect
and pack ihe contents of their word hberty dulsrent
in Fruuce from what we do in America, We de-
mand that hberty here shall be American liborty.
It 1s to connin rights of pesson, nghts of labor,
nghts of property, rights of civil hife, nights ol
sullrage,

When our amended Constitution gave to the black
man liberty, it declared thnt ho was erected Into
manhood out of ehatielhood; he was conveyed trom
the eondition of a beast 1ato the condition of & man,
and that must be sceured to him, aud sl that which
belongs to the man in che social economy ol hibaerty,
thut which makes Jove o ministeriue angel of Um{.
and parentage aud the family—'y0a's bost ehuroh
upon onrth—thut must moeet i bim, His rights of
person are to euable lnm to stand for the st time
i g life and =ay to the one bes! beloved, *‘'hou
art mine and I om thive;" for wll ther life long four
milhons of men bad no power of love thus to
declare, 1or betwoen Leart and heart forever hovered
the durk shadow o! one tnat owned botl, and every -
body free to own tho othier,

Isthere any scene on earth that is moro traus-
cendent than that whioh ono soes by the orad e sido
when the mother rends stiange prophesies 1 the
Ince ol the ehild avd says, * 1tis mine; it §s nlag it is
ours.,” And yet m ali this goneration there have
been millions ol mothers sittng by thesioe of wheir
cradle with bitter pangs to think that they must
rear the daughier to feel *Motlier 48 not mine ; thore
1% one that i greater than she; and father 18 not
mine; master 18 high®r than father.,” Whoon lverty
came lor the first thne, the mother eonid say to her
dunghter, “Obey me a8 God, as in his place and
nouo othar, for molher s now more than mistress,
and father is more tban master throughout the
south."

The next clomont that must be in liberly, iCit 1s to
be American luerty, 18 the rights ot labor, What
are the rights of free lnbor? Teil ye me what they
are aud I will cobo themn back, and say what they
fire 1o you here that are they 1o Lo 1 Georgla, in
Alsbama, m Floridn—everywhere. 'Wo hear muoeh
of the pighils ot Inlor and the neecssitios ol labor,
Whatever Jaborers in the North olarm ns o part of
thewr siphts as  froemen, that 1 demand for tue
block mwen of the Boutn, To work or not to work 1s
the nght of men North; to work or noc to work is
the mkht of the men or the South. If you eay
these men must be burdensome to socionty, 1 reply,
“Walt tll they are bLolore you meddle with them **
It 18 uot considered a necossity for & man ‘o work
3 he has mopey to sopport lumsell;
and if o man ean find tood In roots as squirrels do,
a thouen it may ot be bect for him, yet he [« 10 be
the judge, and not me nor you, I demand that
work shin/l as froe to the black man there os to the
whito man bore. You may work as you please, for
whom you please, as long a8 you please, aud for as
mueh or as htte as you please, 1 should like to seo
the sudacious man that hoped to hive in public lie
that should dare to itroduod o ll mto the Logisne
ture 1hat o men should work for ono yowne for any
one toundry, or for one man &t & stipulated pres
agreed upon by auother, 1tis s mookery to say that
those workmen of the South sre treo of their labor s
pot Ireo,

But it s replied “They will not work, thoy must
be bronght to hberty of work imululiir." Who
snye they won't work? Not they who are best ao-

uainted with them, 1 say that the men who know
the least nbout the negroes mie the Boutheroors, Weo
have had abundunt » vidoos that they lived so near
to them that they vould not oo them. We know
that opin‘ons lu the North bave been substantinlly
correct, for we based onr opinfons on our know-
ledge of human nature at large, waereas thoy wore
perpetually i commoeroe with binck men in the nd.
mnstranon of & system that nusinterpreted human
nature and contravened God's great lnws; conse-
quently thoy were conbimually administerme Gov.
ernment on wrong principles, It was said that the
black man was oruel, Oh whnt oratory have I heard
—what stresns of blood have run down platiorms in
Domooratio speeches for the last twonty years! We
bave goue through awar that bas tried moen’s
manhood, Protegser Woleomnb told me that
within the gound of a horn were four thousand wblo-
bodied slaves and not twenty able-bodiea white men
in that reguon, and the sluves koew It; yet nelther
you, nor I, nor any man can poinl to sn instauee in
whioh, dunng th's terriflo strurgio, tuero was one
ginglo case of insurroction, or vielenos, or uniem-
pered jud nt. There bas been moue; they have
condueted themselves with a forbearanee and with &
prudence that 1 think se Jy leas than a divine
inepiration in s wuch » ¢ prople.

You seem to'be eo siricken with foarghat you have

Un the other hand, look for one moment at the
effiete of & prolonged exclusion of the Southern
Btates.

lish by moral means have seen this anxioty to
0 everyihing by legiglanon, legisintion, logislation,
wailing forit, and | have seen the power of great
moral capss,  Although thero 18 a wisdom in legiz.
tation which I wonld be far from invalidating—the
forms of wholesome legiglation—ati'l I would bal-
wnce that by the otber consideration, that i muﬁ
ke too lomg a time, and we may reiy too mue
upon legislation.
